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The Year 2001 in Review - Part One - 
Stories from the First Six Months

The following is a summary of stories appearing in the Greenbelt 
News Review relating to the events of the first six months of the year 
2001. A separate article relates to persons honored. Part Two will 


appear in a subsequent issue. 


January 

Bursting fireworks announced 
the opening of Greenbelt New 
Year 2001, the all-city New 
Year’s Eve party continuing with 
more than 20 acts in five venues 
and ending with a jumping band 
and traditional countdown to mid- 
night. A laundry room fire dis- 
rupted families in the 12-court 
Laurel Hill on January 3. 
Lawrence Goldberg endowed an 
award in the College of Journal- 
ism at the University of Maryland 
in honor of his late wife, long 
time activist Lillian, and Mary- 
land professor Hodding Carter 
III. 

Council authorized installation 
of red-light cameras at eight loca- 
tions to catch persons driving 
through intersections after traffic 
light turns red. Facing debts of 
$35-40,000 and shortage of vol- 
unteers, the New Deal Café is 
threatened with closure. In a talk 
to the Eleanor and Franklin 
Roosevelt Democratic Club, State 
Delegate James Hubbard harshly 
criticized the Prince George's 
County Board of Education and 
announced that he had proposed 
legislation to change the make-up 
of the board. State Senator Leo 
Green proposed legislation to 


provide state financial assistance 
to the city to buy Greenbelt 
Theatre, the movie house lo- 
cated in Roosevelt Center. 

City council approved a con- 
cept plan to add 4,800 square 
feet to the Springhill Lake Rec- 
reation Center and authorized 
additional design work for the 
exterior finishes. It also autho- 
rized the employment of 
Hendricks and Associates to 
conduct a classification and 
compensation study of city em- 
ployees. 

By a 3-2 vote, the council 
ordered the removal of three 
Bradford pear trees’ on 
Greenway Place after many dis- 
cussions. At a work session, 
the city council and the man- 
ager of the Public Service Com- 
mission chided representatives 
of the Potomac Electric Power 
Company for the frequent dis- 
ruption of service in the city. 
Improvements and repairs to the 
Springhill Lake Apartments, the 
largest apartment project within 
the city, pleased Renee Landon, 
the city’s code enforcement in- 
spector. A city council public 
hearing on a proposal of the

Bob Sonneveldt Carries 
Olympic Torch Flame

On Friday, December 21, at 7 
p.m., Greenbelter Bob Sonneveldt 
carried the Olympic flame for 
two-tenths of a mile along 15th 
Street, S.W., in Washington 
D.C., starting at the Holocaust 
Museum and ending at the bridge 
to the Jefferson Memorial. The 
flame was passed to Bob by a 
Holocaust survivor. The flame is 
being carried across the country 
from Atlanta, Georgia, to Salt 
Lake City, Utah, for the Winter 
2002 Olympics. 

Bob was nominated to be a 
Torch Bearer by his children, 
Steffan and Emily Sonneveldt. It 
was a very moving and exciting 
event, with friends and family 
coming from all over the globe 
to watch and run along with Bob.

Sonneveldt and his wife Joanne 
came from Grand Rapids, Michi- 
gan, daughter Emily arrived from 
Rwanda, Africa, son Steffan, his 
wife Juliet, and grandsons

Also on view at 
the Center are two playful danc- 
ing bear sculptures which the art- 
ist created with community mem- 
bers for this year’s Greenbelt 
New Year celebration, 

The New Year project, orga- 
nized by the Greenbelt Recre- 
ation Department, was designed 
to provide community members 
with an opportunity to create art- 
work collaboratively and to per- 
sonalize the experience of the 
City’s annual New Year’s Eve 
celebration.

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President Bush gave a moving 
speech about the Olympic spirit, 
and tied in the events on Septem- 
ber 11. The ceremony gave the 
Sonneveldts a chance to meet 
other people who had participated 
in carrying the Olympic flame. 
There were men and women of 
all ages including teenagers and 
people in their seventies. There 
were firefighters, school teachers, 
victims of the September 11 ter- 
rorist attacks, and community 
volunteers. This was a real op- 
portunity to see that many Ameri- 
cans have the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in this very special event. 

Bob Sonneveldt has been ac- 
tive in sports in Greenbelt for 


over 30 years. He has coached 
soccer and basketball for the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club, 
and served on their board. He 
was active with the Greenbelt 
Swim Team for 15 years, and he 
has been coaching Babe Ruth 
baseball for over 20 years. Bob 
is president of the Prince 
George’s County Babe Ruth 
League, and coaches. the 
Greenbelt Senior Babe Ruth 
team. He was nominated for this 
honor because of his commitment 
to youth sports in our commu- 
nity, and his continual efforts to 
expand and improve sports for all 
the youth in Greenbelt and the 
county. 
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students sat on the floor in the 
auditorium facing Fortman, who 
was on stage with vials, lights 
and fans. Initially, he got their 
attention by starting to read a 
book to them. But as he opened 
the book, it burst into flames. 
When he closed it, the flames 
died. Fortman then showed them 
how the book was rigged with a 
battery that caused flames to 
erupt when it was exposed to 
oxygen. 
Sound 

Next, Fortman discussed how 
sound is made by shock waves or 
air disturbances. He warned that 
loud noises can damage the ear 
drum and showed the children 
how to hold their hands over 
their ears, using the “elephant ear 
approach” to protect their hear- 
ing. This approach, holding the 
hands at right angles against the 
head in front of the ears, allows 
the shock waves to hit the hands 
and be deflected away from the 
ears. All of the children were 
alert as Fortman blew up a huge 
balloon, using liquid nitrogen that 
expanded as it warmed. It ex- 
ploded with a very satisfactory 
loud boom, startling teachers and 
children alike. 

Next, he spun an ‘air bugle,’ a 
long flexible tube that can be 
found in toy stores. The faster 
you spin the tube, the higher the 
sounds. Fortman described how 
the air going through the tube 
causes wave disturbances that

Using a slide whistle he also 
demonstrated how the sounds 
would get higher or lower when 
helium was inserted. An added 
attraction at this point was that 
the helium balloon got away 
from Fortman and spun around 
the room, to the great enjoyment 
of the students. 

The children got a real laugh 
when Fortman dropped dry ice 
into water to become “the mad 
scientist” of movies, with smoke 
pouring out of a beaker. 

Color 

The next topic was color and 
the differences between colors of 
light and colors of pigments. He 
had containers with the three pri- 
mary colors and described how 
they look different because of the 
way electrons absorb light energy. 
Later, Fortman lit himself up.

Guild. Her work has been fea- 
tured in many exhibits in both 
traditional and non-traditional set- 
tings. She holds a bachelor’s de- 
gree in studio art and education 
from Converse College, 
Spartenburg, South Carolina, and 
a master’s degree in drawing and 
ceramic sculpture from the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina. She 
has taught art to both children 
and adults, and has served as a 
mentor for children at risk 
through the City of Rockville’s 
Vision Quest program. 

Additional artwork currently 
on display at the Community 
Center includes “The Great 
Glowing Snake,” an illuminated 
sculpture created by artist-in-resi- 
dence Elizabeth Morisette and 85 
community participants during 
Greenbelt’s Festival of Lights cel- 
ebration in December. Participants 
of all ages joined Morisette in 
her Community Center studio to 
create this fanciful creature on 
her large floor loom.

Fortman saved some highlights 
for last. With the help of 
Cassidy, he used a special electric 
tool to pass electricity through his 
body and light up a fluorescent 
light. He used colored light 
sticks to show that mixing lights 
together creates white light. Al- 
though the room was not quite 
dark enough for some of the 
demonstrations, he attached three 
light sticks to fan blades and, 
spinning the blades, showed how 
the colors combined and disap- 
peared. 

The fifth grade students were 
amazed with some of the experi- 
ments and probably confused by 
others. But they certainly will 
listen to music and look at col- 
ored lights with a different level 
of understanding and curiosity in 
the future. 
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"I'm not removing my diaper pins!"

Waiting List Grows 
At Greenbelt CARES

Carol Leventhal, director of 
Greenbelt CARES Youth and 
Family Services Bureau, states in 
a letter to Governor Parris 
Glendening that CARES “has his- 
torically operated with a waiting 
list, but never one the size of the 
present one.” She goes on to 
say, “Many of CARES’ clients 
are extremely concerned about 
income losses as a consequence 
of the economic recession. They 
and other clients are having diffi- 
culty dealing with the aftermath 
of the attack on the country. Gen- 
eralized anxiety is elevated; 
people who previously had diffi- 
culty coping with stress now are 
depleted.” In other words, 
CARES’ services are needed now 
more than ever. 

In the meantime, annual gov- 
ernmental budgets will be formu- 
lated in the next few months. 
While the City of Greenbelt has 
been generous in its financial 
support of CARES over the 
years, the bureau, one of 21 
throughout Maryland, has histori- 
cally struggled to get more state 
funding. The state legislature 
will open again in January and 
crucial budget decisions will be 
made in the ensuing months as to 
the funding of CARES.

Winter Sessions 

The Greenbelt Recreation De- 
partment will host an extensive 
series of visual and performing 
arts programs at the Greenbelt 
Community Center beginning the 
week of January 6.

few citizens who attended. 
February 

January profits were a good 
start for a fund drive kickoff for 
the New Deal Café, which was in 
debt about $50,000. Council fi- 
nally met with representatives of 
the governor to discuss the state’s 
purchase of 75 acres of environ- 
mentally sensitive A. H. Smith 
property adjacent to the Greenbelt 
Metro station, but not until after 
the purchase was concluded on 
January 19. Council sought the 
purchase of more land than the 
state bought. 

A crowd of concerned area 
residents more than filled the au- 
ditorium at the Goddard Visitor 
Center on February 5 for a pub- 
lic hearing on the space center’s 
master plan. Greatest concern 
was over the proposed closing of 
Soil Conservation Road and the 
location of an alternate route 
from Greenbelt Road to the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center. Two children were hurt 
when a car ran into a Metrobus 
on February 10 at the intersection 
of Mandan Rd. and Greenbelt Rd. 

- On February 12, council ap- 
proved entering into a memoran- 
dum of understanding with the 
Peterson Companies in which the 
city will receive a five-acre parcel 
of land at the corner of Mandan 
Road and Ora Glen Drive, under- 
take a condemnation procedure to 
remove a restrictive development 
covenant on the property and 
then sell the land to the U. S. 
Postal Service for a new postal 
facility, with Peterson receiving 
the price paid by the Postal Ser- 
vice but paying the city up to 
$10,000 for court costs and 
$100,000 for a traffic signal. 
Also, Peterson was to sell to the 
city the 10-acre Sunrise tract for 
$624,000. A city staff report 
found that city assessed property 
values for existing properties 
have increased 36% in the past 
12 years, with the highest occur- 
ring in Greenbelt East. 

An eclectic crowd of more 
than 100 attended a benefit con- 
cert for the New Deal Café held 
at the Greenbelt Community Cen- 
ter gym, raising $351. Virginia 
Beauchamp authored an entry for 
the “Eleanor Roosevelt Encyclo- 
pedia”.about the famous first 
lady’s interest in Greenbelt. Nine 
former and two current members 
of the Greenbelt City Council 
reminisced about their life in 
Greenbelt and Greenbelt politics 
at a Chautauqua held February 
24. | 

The city council agreed to as- 
sist the Greenbelt Astronomy 
Club in transporting and tempo- 
rarily storing a small observatory 
building obtained free from 
Montgomery College and the 
club began a fund drive to install 
the observatory some place in 
Greenbelt. Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. and city agreed to work 
jointly in seeking a $130,000 
two-year grant from the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment for the purpose of hir- 
ing a community resource advo- 
cate. On February 27, the gym 
at Greenbelt Elementary School 
was transformed into a live 
children’s wax museum to honor 
Black History Month. A grant 
would enable the city to build a 
permanent wetland education fa- 
cility on the north shore of 
Greenbelt Lake. 


March 

With city attorney Lawrence 
Lieberman declaring “victory,” he 
announced that the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture had moved 
to have the suit against it by the 
city dismissed. It announced it 
no longer planned to undertake 
road improvements to Edmonston 
Road and Sunnyside Avenue that 
the city has opposed being done 
because a new traffic study found 
that the traffic impact from the 
construction of a new headquar- 
ters facility on Sunnyside Avenue 
is “significantly less than origi- 
nally predicted.” The city op- 
posed the suit’s dismissal without 
an adverse finding against USDA. 
Comcast Cable Communications 
had begun upgrading the city’s 
cable system with fiber and 
planned to incorporate the sepa- 
rate Springhill Lake system, 
which it had recently acquired, 
into the city system. 

A 26-year-old Greenbelt resi- 
dent was punched and stabbed 
repeatedly on Kenilworth Avenue 
on March 12 as a result of a traf- 
fic altercation on the Beltway 
with a 27-year-old non-resident 
who was subsequently arrested 
and charged with assault with in- 
tent to commit murder. 

Concerns of representatives of 
Greenbelt civic associations at- 
tending a meeting on March 13 
with the city council were speed- 
ing, crime and police patrolling 
and unpaid condo fees on HUD 
financed units. Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. representatives at a March 19 
meeting with the council dis- 
cussed being designated an his- 
toric district, animal control and 
eyesores. New census gave 
Greenbelt a population of 21,456, 
a 1.7 percent increase over 1990. 
On March 26 the city council re- 
jected a proposal to impose a 
youth curfew in Greenbelt. 
Council considered electronic ad- 
vancements at a work session and 
agreed to having computers but 
rejected cell phones, voice mail 
and beepers, with four agreeing 
to have email addresses. City

In a sec- 
ond Chautauqua held on April 21 
at the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center, former and present 
Springhill Lake residents told 
about living in Springhill Lake 
apartments in the early years. 

At its April 23 meeting, the 
city council opposed three 
amendments proposed to the not- 
yet-approved Greenbelt area Sec- 
tor Plan that would enable the 
Beltway Plaza shopping center to 
undertake major redevelopment 
without being subject to the de- 
sign requirements of the Develop- 
ment District Overlay Zone and 
to erect monument signs up to 25 
feet in height and to exempt site 
plans approved in accord with 
CB-47-2000 from the require- 
ments of the standards for devel- 
opment of the Sector Plan. On 
April 26, the Prince George’s 
Planning Board approved a pre- 
liminary plan of subdivision for 
the 17.43 acre Jaeger tract after 
receiving a recommendation from 
the Greenbelt City Council to re- 
ject the plan. Greenbelt author 
Dorothy Sucher signed copies of 
her latest book, “The Invisible 


Garden” for the benefit of the — 


New Deal Café.

The Eleanor and Franklin 
Roosevelt Democratic Club cel- 
ebrated its 25th anniversary with 
a year-long series of events be- 
ginning in April and including a 
panel discussion by a group of 
charter club members on its for- 
mation and early history. 

May 

Although city council unani- 
mously recognized the Greenbelt 
Astronomy Club as a contribution 
group eligible to receive city 
funds on May 14, the questioning 
of club President John Settle by 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
caused Settle to publicly criticize 
Putens in a letter to the editor. At 
its annual meeting, Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. membership elected 
Betty Deitch, Julia Eichhorst, 
Chuck Hess, Susan Ready and 
newcomer Joyce Abell.

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were issued before the official 
enforcement start date of July 1. 

After continuing controversy 
between supporters of Greenbelt 
Pottery and the Greenbelt Asso- 
ciation for the Visual Arts 
(GAVA) over who should run the 
program, the city council deter- 
mined on May 29 to have 
Greenbelt Pottery do the pro- 
gram, causing GAVA to withdraw 
its proposal to run that and other 
visual arts programs, leaving it up 
to the recreation department’s 
staff to oversee all arts programs 

June 

Four one-act plays written by 
members of Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School’s Drama Club were 
presented at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center as part of the Greenbelt 
Day weekend. Maria Barbosa’s 
five-foot sculpture “In the Belly 
of the Snake” was on display in 
a new exhibit at the Greenbelt 
Community Center, “Biblio Tech: 
Art Books and Beyond,” opening 
on June 3, Greenbelt Day. 

The New Deal Café was criti- 
cized for displaying paintings of 
artist Dick Brown as being anti- 
Christian and then further criti- 
cized for removing the display 
with Brown’s work being de- 
fended as “personal and deeply 
felt religious art.” 

City council adopted with very 
little discussion the fiscal year 
2002 budget that included a 1.6- 
cent tax rate increase and total 
expenditures of $16,065,800, 
more than had originally been 
proposed by City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin. The num- 
ber of letters to the editor ran 
high in June as readers vented 
their views concerning the re- 
moval of Dick Brown’s paintings 
at the New Deal Café, the dispute 
over the pottery and visual arts 
program and the criticism of 
Councilmember Putens by As- 
tronomy Club President John 
Settle. Jean E. Newcomb initi- 


ated a new issue by criticizing 
the way Lakeside homeowners 
were maintaining their property 
and adjacent city property and 
calling for the homes to be buff- 
ered from the lake park. 

What the Butler Saw was the 
June production at the Greenbelt 
Arts Center. At its June 11 meet- 
ing the city council unanimously 
approved a Friends of Greenbelt 
Park agreement with the National 
Park Service to try to acquire the 
Jaeger tract for Greenbelt Park. 
At the same meeting, as a result 
of a citizens petition, city council 
ordered the removal of a nuisance 
bench at the end of the 21 and 
23 courts of Ridge to which per- 
sons involved in alleged illegal 
activities gathered. Five hundred 
Greenbelt Elementary School 
children formed a human quilt, 
with each class sporting its own 
special color tee shirt, as a part 
of the school’s effort to illustrate 
the topic "Multiculturalism in the 
United States: What makes a cul- 
ture strong?” 

The June 21 issue of the 
News Review presented a new 
look as the paper was forced to 
switch to a new print shop, con- 
tracting with Lynn Eppard and 
Associates, resulting in a better 
looking paper but also higher 
costs for producing the paper. 

The Greenbelt Dog Park was 
reopened after repairs on June 24 
with a ribbon-cutting ceremony to 
which permitted dogs were in- 
vited to bring their owners and 
refreshments were offered to the 
humans while the dogs were 
asked to bring their own. 

Metroland Developers, LLC 
submitted three concept plans for 
its proposed Greenbelt Station, a 
massive development adjacent to 
the Greenbelt Metro station of 
stores, offices and apartments, al- 
though none of the plans were to 
be considered binding upon the 
developers, Metroland advised. 
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at Greenbelt Middle School was 
one of eight programs nationwide 
selected as “Model Early Foreign 
Language Programs” by Douglas 
F. Gilzow and Lucinda E. 
Branaman, authors of the book 
“Lessons Learned.” Veteran city 
councilmember Thomas X. 
White, was honored with cake 
and lemonade at a February 21 
city council work session for his 
retirement after 25—years of ser- 
vice with the Pharmaceutical Re- 
search and Manufacturers of 
America. A reception was held 
by the ACE on February 27 to 
honor elementary age readers 
from local schools who had been 
reading and writing book reviews 
since the school year began. The 
council recognized Master Patrol 
Officer John Michael Dewey for 
his efforts to save an assault vic- 
tim, at its March 26 meeting. 
Dewey was later designated Of- 
ficer of the Year 2000 at a recog- 
nition ceremony hosted by the 
Greenbelt American Legion. 
Women Helping Women 
Denise Troeschel of Windsor 
Green was recognized March 21 
by the Soroptimist International 
with the Women Helping Women 
award for her work with scouts. 
Lisa Stratton was awarded the 
grand prize in zoology at the 
Prince George’s Science Fair and 
also received a full scholarship at 
the University of North Carolina. 
Greenbelt Elementary School 
Science Fair winners were Jessica 
Hall, sixth grade, Michael White, 
fifth grade, Lindsey Hood, fourth 
grade and T’yanah Scott, third 
grade. At its annual meeting on 
March 25, Trina Fisher received 
the Volunteer of the Year award 
from the Greenbelt Arts Center. 
Professor emerita at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, author and 
boardmember of the News Re- 
view, Dr. Virginia Walcott 
Beauchamp was featured in The

Skippy’s Adventures Have Happy Ending

Everyone who has seen the 
“Wanted” posters around town 
with Skippy’s black and white 
tuxedoed personage, with 
“Found” now written across 
them, will want to hear the 
rest of Skippy’s adventures. 

Skippy, though very debo- 
nair in appearance, is really a 
timid indoor cat who disap- 
peared through misadventure 
when he got out and fell down 
a storm drain near his owner’s 
University Square home on 
December 7. He could not 
make his way back out of the 
drain and vanished, to the dis- 
may of his doting family. 
They quickly put together a 
poster with a good picture of 
Skippy, offering a $100 re- 
ward. Skippy spent the next 
weeks wandering the 


Greenbelt storm drain system, - 


occasionally emerging some- 
place far from home then go- 
ing back in to search for home 
and family. From time to time 
people saw him but could 
never get close. He was left 
food at various drain openings. 
There were reports of 
sightings from University 
Square Apartments through the 
center of town, across Braden 
Field behind St. Hugh’s and 
down toward the lake. 

In response to the poster, 
several cats were presented to 
the family. One handsome 
black cat, who might have 


been Skippy but wasn’t, was 





brought by three different people 
hoping to reunite owner and cat 
and earn the reward. In disap- 
pointment, the third presenter 
said there was no choice but to 
send this homeless stray to the 
pound, Skippy’s owner, sure this 
house trained, well-mannered not- 
Skippy had a home of his own, 
would not allow that and took 
him in until his owner could be 
found. 

On December 23, 17 days af- 
ter he disappeared, when the fam- 
ily was putting out trash, they 
spied Skippy at a distance, across 
a busy road by a drain outlet. 
He was startled and leapt or fell 
back into the drain. His owner 
called to him; Skippy heard her 
and meowed but could not get 
back out. She called the 
Greenbelt Fire Department, which 
tried to rescue Skippy, following 
him some distance in the large 


drain system but only frightening 


him more. Efforts to herd him 
in the right direction with wa- 
ter failed and the rescue at- 
tempt was abandoned with 
Skippy in the storm sewer sys- 
tem, headed for Westway. 

Skippy’s owner now knew 
for sure where he was. When 
the firefighters departed and it 
got quiet again, treats and a 
soft voice lured Skippy to 
where he could be extricated. 
Wet, down to skin and bones, 
but back home. Skippy, sadder 
but probably not wiser, 1s now 
back in the family fold, with 
everyone vowing he won't get 
another chance at life on the 
lam. : 

The fire department got the 
reward, "for coming and trying, 
for good spirit, and for being 
genuine all-around nice guys," 
Skippy’s owner said. 

The family is now seeking 
the owner of the cat left with 
them while Skippy was away. 
They hope a family who cher- 
ishes him as much as they do 
Skippy shows up to claim their 
wanderer. 

Now that Skippy is home, 
his owner, already feeling ex- 
posed from her efforts to do 
whatever it took to get Skippy 
back, does not want her name 
used for this story. Many 
Greenbelters, of course, met 
her during the weeks Skippy 
was on Greenbelt’s “Most 
Wanted” list.

Bill to Sell BARC 
Gives City a Scare 


After learning from former 
mayor Toni Bram and her hus- 
band Ralph that the U. S. Senate 
was considering authorizing the 
sale of the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center, city staff 
quickly contacted Congressman 
Steny Hoyer’s office. In a De- 
cember 19 conversation, Hoyer 
aide Andy Quinn, who had been 
in touch with the offices of Sena- 
tors Paul Sarbanes and Barbara 
Mikulski, confidently predicted 
that the language authorizing the 
sale would be stricken from the 
bill in question (S. 1731). 

Sarbanes and Mikulski were 
reported to be very upset about 
the provision. Both had declared 
that the bill would not pass with 
this language. According to 
Quinn, the language will be re- 
moved through a “manager’s 
amendment,” a routine amend- 
ment that cleans up certain as- 
pects of legislation. 

The bill would permit the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture to “by sale 
dispose of all or any part of any 
right or title in land . . . facilities, 
or equipment in the full control 
of the Department (including land 
and facilities at the Beltsville Ag- 
ricultural Research Center 
[BARC]. . .).’. A similar effort 
was made during the Reagan ad- 
ministration. That move was 
blocked by Hoyer.
